The most persistent exposure and

scathing denunciation of the enormi-

ties of Radicalism amount to nothing

unless they lead to action.

The past
week we have had occasion to motice
the proposition in Rutherford to select
county eandidates by primary election.
elsewhere, it will
be seen a correspondent of the
Clarksville Chronicle suggests that
the regular election in August be made
to scave also as a primary for the se-
lection of Gubernatorial, Legislative
and Congressional candidates. It may
be worth while to consider how this
would work. Subject to the same con-
ditions and difficulties a5 we mention-
ed in regard to county candidates, any
single county could thus choose to
select ita own candidate for the Legis-
lature. When it comes to a Floater or
Senator, the primary eclection plan
would require the agreement of the
several counties interested. T regurd
to Congressmen, a still larger number
of counties would have to agree
on this particular mode. To select
a candidate for Governor this way, all
or nearly all the counties in the State
wonld bave to agree on the primary
plan. How can this widening ares of
agreement be brought about, withoot
some preliminary organization? What
progress towards the sclection of a
Congressman would be made, if Mont-
gomery were the only county in the
district to express its preference at the
August polls? A convention or some-
thing similar would still be needed, to
get the voice of the other counties. Of
course, such a body should count the
expressed preference of Montgomery
pro tanto, and it should have as much
weight in the result as the presence
of a representative delegation. Again,
suppose a dozen different counties
should thus express their choice in
Angust for a Gobernatorial candidate.
Suppose twenty, thirty, forty should do
so. Suppose a majority of the counties
should do so. Still we would have mno
candidate until the other counties
were consulted in some way. There
would be a clash of systems. . Besides,
in many counties the regular election
officers in August will be Republicans,
sworn as to the official returns, but not
sworn 1n regard to the primary returns.
We would have to depend entirely on
their personal honor for the correct-
ness of the latter, if indeed they would
accept the additional duty. Is this a
good mode for obtaining the views of
Democrats in East Tennessee, for in-
stance—Democrats whose votes count

up for Governor the same as
though they lived in  Demo-
cratic counties? As we begun so
we end. It is idle to criticize any plan

without suggesting a better one. If
the people value self-government, we
know of mo easy means by which they
can secure it without work. There is
no royal road, in this corntry at least.
The people must put their shoulders to
the wheel. Our gvneml 1‘..1n for the
State at large, is full, live precinet
clubs, sending true representatives of
their views to the county convention,
and thence to the floaterial, Senatorial,
Congressional and State conventions.
If the foundations ave laid broad and
solid, the superstructure will be sat-
isfactory. Butit is the people must
do All the newspapers, and
all the honest men of prominentability
cannot do it, nnless the people take
hold. A circumstance which renders
the activity of the masses more neces-
sary, is the fact that the ery of “party-
whips” and “‘drill-sergeants,” makes
maty an honest, earnest man of emi-
nent ability hold sloof, waiting for the
people to act, lest this light artillery
of annoying cpithet be turned on  him-
self.

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DEMOCRATIC VICTORIES,

The Albany Argus claims thal the
town elections in New York, on the 3d
inst., resulted in a total rout of the Re-
publican party. In itsissne of the €th
the Argus gives the result of the elec-
tions for supervisors in thirty-four
esnnties, tounching which it says:

“In theso connties, in 18372, the Re-
publicans had a majority of 202. Last
year their majority was reduced to 36;
while this year the aggregate opposi-
tion majority is 35. Two years agn
they carried two-thirds of all the towns
in the State; last year they hada large
majority; this year they are reduced to
a wminority. The opposition gain 74
towns as compared with last E;-ur. and
240 as compared with 1S72! Even this
comparison, however, does mot place
the story in its most significant hight.

Two years ago the Republican
party carried thirty of the _thil“»
ty-four Boards of Sapervisors,

from which we have complete returns
as given below; this year, they carry
but ten! The fullness of the vote at
the recent elections is as remarkable as
the results. The people are evidently
arcused to the necessity of giving per-
somal attemtion to the conduct of pub-
lic affairs. Reform at last moves
along the proper channels. It aims to
gecure honest government by placing
honest men in office.  Ten counties, in
over onec-half of the [State, are all
which remain to the Republican party.
The gains connt by bundreds. In the
history of the State such a revolution
in two years iz without precedent.
Then, two-thirds of the State was un-
der Administration eontrol; now, the
'.-}-_r'--.-'ifi-:ln has a clear majority, and
the prospect is, will retain 1t to theend.
The cities feel the reaction. Even where
the Republicans elect their candidates
for Mayor, asin Utica and Rochester,
the Common Couneils are Democratie,
and most of the officers are or soon will
be. Well may it be said that a party
has been lost. There is little trace of
the Republican party in New York to-
day. Supremely confident two years
agn, and with apparently a permanent
lease of power al the close of 1572, it
is already reckoned among the things
which were, There is no miscaking
of this political revolution.

The ladies engaged in the temper-
ance struggle have two objects i’ view:

the reformation of men. They bopo to
accomplish the latter by the former,
and the former by the latter, and, in
order to do the work effectually, both
by each other. Their field work is to
look whisky out of countenance by
standmg face to face with it from day
to day; and to press the pledge.

All who have kept posted must
agree that their efforts have been per-
sistent and strenoous, The liquor bus-
iness there seems, for the time being at
least puralysed. Two saloons bave
closed and the custom of the two re.
maining has been largely curtailed.
When Mrs. Ward'’s license expired an
effort was made to prevent its renewal.
The town council declared her busi-
ness & npuisance, and, it seems,
had ventured to say that mo
licenses should be remewed. That,
legally, is no more than a private opin-
ion publicly expressed. The Legisla-
ture would hardly license what it con.
siders a nuisance, and the judiciary are
bound to carry out the intention of the
law-makers. Mrs. Ward appeared like-
Iy to experience, in getting her legal
right enforced, a difficulty which would
defeat any but herself. We have no
measure for thic length of her persistence,
nor any fathow for the depth of her
determination, for the municipal anthor-
ities sucoumbed early to this deter-
mined woman, and have already re-
newed her license. But the action of
the council m the first instance, though
it receded from a position it could not
legally maintain, is enough to prove
that a strong repulsion to drunkenness
bas been developed throughout a
large community. There is uncontro-
verted testimony that the people
of that town and county are seriously
aroused against intemperance. There
are persons, it is trus, who do mot
beartily approve of the ladies” modus
operandi, but even these are readier
friends of tem ce, possibly, than
they were ore.

Public opinion is more acute, more
active, and more sensitive.  Much of
the work, therefore, has been effective.

SENATOR SCHURZ'S WORD TO
FARMERS.

In his speech in the Senate recently,
oppesing currency inflation, Senator
Schurz spoke as follows:

“If a farmer or planter could inflate
the enrrency and run up the premium
on gold when he sells his crops, and
then so manipulate the currency as to
raise the value of paper money and de-
Eresa the premium on gold when he

uys his supplies, of course that would
be's winning trick. But those who
buy from and who sell to him would
try to play the same game; and in this
tricky game the honest farmer would
be sure to come to grief, as he has
come to grief already. No; if the
farmer or planter wants to prosper he
will, above all things, use every effort
within his power to rid the country of a
system of currency which obliges him

to sell at Jow and buy at high
prices. He may for a moment
think that inflation will aid him
in paying off his debis, if he

has any; but upon conmsideration be
will discover that debts are paid out of
surplus earnings, and that his earnings
will Le depressed when the price of
what be buys is high in proportion to
the price of what he sells; that hissur-
plus earnings will grow larger as soon
as the price of what he sells is put
upon an equai footing with the price of
what he buys, He will discover that
the trick of depreciating the legal ten-
der by inflation, in order to pay what
he owes in a currency loss Talnable,
wiil not redound to his advantage n the
end, and that in this, as in all other
things, honesty is, after all, the best
policy. He will discover that an hon-
est currency, which permits him to buy
and sell on the same basis of value, is
for him the safest basis of Fmag_erity.
and I trust the time is not far distant
when the farmers, whatever artifices of
demagogism may be used st present
npon them, will, as one man, stand up
honestly and intelligently for the earh-
est possible return to specie pay-
ments."

When the currency of the country
varies as much in quantityand value as
corn and cotion, it gives speculators
every advantage over producers.  Itis
like changing at will the quantity of
iron, grain, or cotton that shall weigh
one hundred pounds; or the weight of
silver that shall make a dollar. Itis
important to understand that the only
check on the harm that Congress can
do, and is likely to do, is an enlighten-
ed, sound public opinion. This salutary
restraint is alike indispensable and in-
valnable. Noamountofeurrency creates
wealth; that must come from produe-
tive labor, and primarily from the earth’s
froitfalness. Who would regard that
an honest half bushel for the seller or
purchaser, which held sixteen quarts
one day, seventeen thenext, and fifteen
on the third day ? This is precisely the
half bushel that Congress now uses to
measure all grain and seeds for farmers
and merchants.
